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The inclosed outline, prepared by the Joint Chief o of Staff , of 
the requirements for the adequate inspection and control of a zone 
of force and arms limitations to be established in the territory of 
Germany, Chechoslovakia and Inland, is forwarded in accordance vith 
the request contained in your letter of 10 July* 

You will note that paragraph 3 of the outline plan provides that 
representatives of the Western Powers would inspect all of the terri- 
tory of Poland and Czechoslovakia and that part of a reunified Germany 
in which Soviet forces are located. Representatives of the USSR and 
its satellites would inspect that portion of a reunified Germany in 
which forces of the Western powers are located. The Department of 
Defense considers that the "foreign" forces mentioned in the 3rd assump- 
tion of your letter of 10 July refer to the Western Allied forces inso- 
far as Germany is concerned and Soviet forces insofar as Czechoslovakia 
and Poland are concerned. It is the opinion of the Department of De- 
fense that the US should not agree to say arrangement for a reunified 
Germany which does not include withdrawal of the Soviet troops from 5d| 
German soil as a prerequisite. J? 

The plan contains the major components of an inspection system, 
i.e., aerial, ground and communications. It is considered that such 
an inspection system for the proposed zone would provide no assurance 
» of warning of a surprise attack by the Soviets against the United 
States or its European allies. However, such an inspection system 
would provide a measure of warning against surprise attack by local 
military forces from within the zone to the nations therein and to 
those nations immediately adjacent thereto. In addition, I wish to 
reaffirm the views expressed in Secretary McElroy's 11 April 1958 
letter to Secretary Dulles concerning the arrangements for limitations 
of forces and armaments in Central Europe. 

In the event that a zone of sufficient size and military importance 
can be agreed upon through negotiations with the Soviet Government, it 

is considered that the inspection system developed in the inclosed out- £f •' 

line plan can be expended and made to conform to the concept of a ground pi v 1
